All other designated employees shall file statements of economic interests with the
California Institute for Regenerative Medicine, which shall be the filing officer.

Nothing herein
excuses any such consultant from any other provision of this Conflict of Interest Code.
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APPENDIX B

Disclosure Categories
Category 1
A designated employee in this category shall report:

All investments, business positions, and income, including gifts, loans and travel
payments; and all interests in real property located in the state of California, as defined in
the Political Reform Act and the FPPC’s regulations.

Category 2
A designated employee in this category shall report:

All investments, business positions and income, including gifts, loans and travel
payments, if the business entity or source of income is of the type to receive grants or
other monies from or through the California Institute for Regenerative Medicine; and

All investments, business positions and income, including gifts, loans and travel
payments, if the business entity or the source of income is of the type to offer or provide
facilities, services, goods or products purchased or used, or contracted for, by the
California Institute for Regenerative Medicine, and is expected to provide or is actually
providing such facilities, services, goods or products.

Category 3
A designated employee in this category shall report:

All investments, business positions and income, including gifts, loans and travel
payments, if the business entity or the source of income is of the type to offer or provide
facilities, services, goods or products purchased or used, or contracted for, by the
California Institute for Regenerative Medicine, and is expected to provide or is actually
providing such facilities, services, goods or products.
